NOMINATION DAY--ACCLAMA-

On Monday forenoon a good at- 
tendance of electors toregathered in 
the Town Hall for the purpose of 
nominating members for the 1913 
Council. There was only one nom- 
ination for Mayor, that being the 
present holder of the office, Mr E. 
W. R. Lambert, who is now in 
office for a further term of two 
years. 

Several Councillors and ratepay- 
ers had the idea that it would be a 
good thing if the Council could be 
elected by acclamation, and an effort 
was made to prevent the nomina- 
tion of [more than four the rate- 
payers present being asked quietly 
not to nominate others. However, 
Mr Chase was nominated. Later 
on Councillor G, T. Berry approagh- 
ed the meeting standing 
in front of the returning officer's table 
and explained that there was a desire 
to have the Council elected by ac- 
clamation, and thatthey would like 
that Mr Chase should withdraw.

The significance of the 
title “Most High God” is seen in the 
first use of it 'n Gen. xiv, 18-22, wher, 
it evidently refers to God as the 
sessor of heaven and earth.

out that previous to 1846 when pro- 
tection on agricultural products was 
for the greater part removed, the farm- 
ing interests of England kept pace 


have consented ‘©] with the constantly increasing popu- 


lation, supplied the home market with 
the produce of their farms in ex- 
change for clothing, implements and 
wares of British factories. By ths 
interchange of commodities which was 
carried on, the rural population su® 
taining the cities and the citles con- 
tributing to the prosperity of the agrti- 
culturists, for sore than two cen- 
turies a flourishing and steadily im- 
proving condition had been matn- 
tained. In 1836 while protection pre 
vailed, the imports of farm products 
for home consumption amounted to 
only $4,243,225. After the adoption of 
free trade in 1846 they increased to 
$219,592,085 in 1860, continuing until 
by 1890 there were brought Into the 
United Kingdom from foreign coun- 
tries and consumed there the enor- 
mous sum of $599,728,940. A large 
part of the products included in these 
figures might under protection have 
been produced in the United Kingdom, 
and would have given employment and 
support to a vast population, Purely on 
a basis of national economy, Mr. Cur- 
tiss thinks the destruction of English 
agriculture has proven most unwise, 
The yearly consumption of about 3600, 
000,000 of agricultural produce which 
might be raised on English soil, he 
says, is an absolute loss of that amount 
in the United Kingdom. Deducting the 
proportion which would go to the 
Government in tax rates, at least $500,- 
000,000 would be added to the cur- 
rent income, which would increace the 
purchasing power of the Englich peo- 
ple. Were this vast sum added an- 
nually to the produce of the soil of 
the country, it would increase the 
value of real estaie, induce improve 
ment and thereby add to the perman- 
ent wealth. 

Sir James Caird and other witnesses 
before a Royal Commission on this 
Bubject some years ago showed that 
in less than forty years of free trade 
in Great Britain millions of acres had 
gone out of cultivation. The land Is 
half and poorly tilled and “is fast de 
generating into prairie, while the 
powerful and ingenious race of hus 
bandmen have turned Into unskilled 
and starving drudges in the towns or 
paupers in the workhouse. 

A Free Trader's Views 

Even such an eminent free trade 
economist as Henry Fawcett sees lit 
tle hope for the English farmer. He 
describes their condition as follows: 
“There are few classes of workmen 
who in many respects are so thorough: 
ly wretched as the 
tural laborers. They are in many re 
spects so miserably poor that if they 
were converted into slaves to-morrow 
it would be for the Interests of their 
owners to feed them far better than 
they are at present. Throughout large 
agricultural districts not a single ag 
ricultural laborer will be found who 
has saved so much as a Week's wages, 
A life of toiling and incessant indus 
try offers no other prospects than @ 
miserable old age.” Written some 
years ago these remarks apply to a 
considerable ext even today, al 
though some improvement has taken 
place during the past few years, It 
seems fairly established, by British 
authorities that the condition of the 
farmer in Great Britain under free 
trade is far from being an ideal oné, 
If conditions were favorable for the 
farmer under free trade in England, 
farmers would not leave the Mother 
Country to will the soil in a country 
which adheres to the system of moder- 
ate protection,

textile goods 66 per cent. of its total 
consumption, This means that the 
textile factories of Canada are making 
only enough goods of that class to 
supply our needs for four months of 
the year In woollen goods we im- 
ported 75 per cent, of our total con- 
sumption which shows that the wcol 
len factories of our own land made 
just enough woollens to supply our 
needs for three year,
